Bro ckley go t interested in the 
Christmas tree business after he 
had giv en up a v ariety sto re he 
o perated in Hatbo ro , Pa., and 
w as lo o king fo r a way to keep 
o ccupied during retirem ent. He 
started with abo ut 5 0 trees o f 
sev eral v arieties and fo und that 
he w as luckiest, in bo th gro wth 
and sales, with Sco tch pine and 
No rway spruce. No w he has 100 
acres o f trees, 
m o stly Sco tch 
pines. 
Full-Selae Business 


What started as a part-time 
o ccupatio n has turned into a full- 


scale business. B ro ckley ’s so n- 


in-law, Ro bert Farro w, 35 , gav e 


up electro nics to gro w Christ­ 
m as trees full-tim e, and Mrs. 
Bro ckley helps. 


Mo st o f the harv ested trees 
are sev en y ears o ld. It takes 
that lo ng fo r a seedling to gro w 
into a six -fo o t Sco tch pine. (A 
few Christm as trees take less 
time; but the Do uglas fir, up to 
tw ice as lo ng.) And a lo t o f 
wo rk is inv o lv ed befo re the trees 
are ready to harv est. 


Bro ckley plants abo ut 25 .000 
seedlings (which he gets fro m 
M aine and as far west as Ohio ) 
aro und the middle o f M arch. He 
uses a m achine drawn behind a 
tracto r if the field is o pen, and 
plants by hand if there arc trees 
already in it.

During 
the early years 
of 
Christianity when a cross was 
too easily recognized by perse­
